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County Budget Approved; 
Tax Rate Increased 4c 

A record $81 million budget for 
Prince Georges County was ap¬ 
proved April 14 by the Board of 
County Commissioners, who voted 
a tax increase of 4 cents per $100 
valuation to finance it. 

Slashing departmental requests 
by a little over $2 million, the 
Commissioners set the County lev¬ 
ied real estate tax for the upcom¬ 
ing fiscal year at $2.68 per $100. As 
proposed, the departmental budget 
would have called for a 28-cent tax 
boost. 

For Greenbelters whose property 
has undergone some upward reas¬ 
sessment, the small increase in the 
tax rate will result in a propor¬ 
tionately greater’ increase in dollar 
tax outlays. 

Commission Chairman Frank J. 
Lastner said “the Board has man¬ 
aged to increase the services in 
every department of the County 
government to keep up with the 
continually increasing demands 
made upon this government by a 
population increasing at a rate of 
nearly 800 persons each week. 

“We have worked six weeks on 
this budget/’ he added, “and have 
kept in mind the need for increased 
sendees, but at the same time kept 
before us the relationship with the 
ability of our citizens to pay for 
these increased services.” 

Largest single cut in the budget 
came in school requests, which 
were reduced by an even $1 mil¬ 
lion, but the new budget still pro¬ 
vides an increase of nearly $8 mil¬ 
lion for the new school year’s op¬ 
erating costs. 

Greenbelt To Elect 
Five Co-op Candidates 

Balloting for five members of the 
Greenbelt delegation of Consum¬ 
ers Services (Co-Op) will begin to¬ 
night at the annual membership 
meeting which follows the baked 
chicken dinner at the Jewish Com¬ 
munity Center. The balloting will 
continue through Friday and Satur¬ 
day at the Supermarket during 
regular store hours. 

Voting by proxy is provided for 
in the by-laws of the organization 
and proxy forms can be secured at 
the store. A member is limited, 
however, to voting three proxies of 
other members. 

Instructions for voting will be 
available at the ballot box and care 
should be taken to make sure you 
follow instructions as the procedure 
is not “usual.” After marking your 
ballot you are to seal it in the en¬ 
velope provided, print your name 
and address at right end of a gum¬ 
med label and attach it to the en¬ 
velope by the label’s left end only, 
at the envelope’s upper right hand 
end, so that it can be removed to 
insure secrecy of your ballot. 

The candidates are Mat Amberg, 
Mary Barstow, Kenneth Buker, 
George Phibbs, Si Pristoop, Ethel 
Rosenzweig, and Marcella Walder.

Last Sunday, 5,954 persons re¬ 
ceived the Sabin vaccine at Center 
School. In Prince Georges County 
more than half the total popula¬ 
tion, 254,000 residents, participated 
in the largest single one-day preven¬ 
tive medicine campaign ever staged 
in the Metropolitan Washington 
Area. 


GREENBELT, MARYLAND 

Council Keeps Officer 
At Rte 193 Intersection 

The city council at its regular 
meeting Monday night directed the 
city manager to continue the prac¬ 
tice of assigning a police officer to 
direct traffic at the intersection of 
Southway and Greenbelt Road 
(Route 193) near the bridge over 
the Parkway during morning rush 
hour or approximately 7:30 to 8 
a.m. 

A police officer was posted there 
on Wednesday, Thursday and Fri¬ 
day of last week as an experiment 
to see whether it speeded the flow 
of traffic turning left from South¬ 
way into Greenbelt Road (to go 
over the Parkway bridge to Glenn 
Dale Road) or turning left from 
Greenbelt Road into Southway. The 
police reports that there was a 
difference in the number of cars 
stabked up (about eight) with or 
without a police officer directing 
traffic there. 

The report, however, noted that 
there was a definite hazard to the 
officer and that the officer on du¬ 
ty “was nearly run down on Thurs¬ 
day morning by a woman driver.” 
The report further noted that two 
men should be placed at the inter¬ 
section, such as is practiced in 
front of S. Kleins store. 

It was also stated that an officer 
on duty cannot respond to an e- 
mergency call since he cannot re¬ 
ceive a call and that therefore an 
extra man must be placed on duty 
during that period. Councilman 
Dave Champion, however, com¬ 
mented that the waiting time for 
cars at the intersection was con¬ 
siderably cut down by a police of¬ 
ficer directing traffic there, and 
the council members unanimously 
instructed the city manager to con¬ 
tinue the assignment of an officer 
there unless it was found to be too 
hazardous for the officer.

MNCPPC Replies To 
Mayor On Master Plan 

An exchange of correspondence 
between Mayor Edgar L. Smith and 
officials of the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission has apparently revealed that 
plans for a high density area in 
the Glenn Dale - Good Luck area 
were adopted by MNCPPC without 
additional public hearings. 

In explanation for this action, 
MNCPPC stated that a series of 
8 public hearings on the General 
master plan were held a year ago. 
It felt that no additional hearings 
were needed since the MNCPPC's 
Expediting Committee, which was 
reexamining the Master Plan, took 
into full account all testimony and 
communications received in the 
period following the public hear¬ 
ings. 

The Expediting Committee con¬ 
curred in the recommendation that 
the Glenn Dale - Good Luck area 
be earmarked for high density zon¬ 
ing, in accordance with the staff’s 
proposal for Planning Area 13. On 
January 22, 1964, the full MNCPPC 
adopted the General Plan, thus 
automatically accepting the recom¬ 
mendations of the Expediting Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mayor Smith pointed out in his 
letter that the city was not aware 
that the master plan for the Green¬ 
belt area had been changed to in¬ 
corporate multiple family zoning 
in the Glenn Dale Rd. - NASA 
area. He protested that no public 
hearings were held after these 
changes were made.

Jaegar Decision To Be Appealed; Jaycees 
To Lead Drive To Help Pay $ 3,000 Cost

After hearing the opinion of the city solicitor that the chances 
of success for an appeal were not too bright and receiving an 
estimate that it will cost about $3,000, the city council neverthe¬ 
less at its regular meeting Monday night voted unanimously to 
appeal the Jaeger property zoning decision recently reaffirmed by 


Judge Bowie. The vote was 4-0, 
absent. 

A means for alleviating the fi¬ 
nancial burden was immediately 
presented to council by Charles 
Collins representing the Greenbelt 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. He 
said that the Jaycees had agreed at 
a meeting last week that if the 
council decided to make the ap¬ 
peal, it would conduct a fund drive 
to help meet the expenses. 

Collins said the drive would be 
started this week, with a booth set 
up at the shopping center on Sat¬ 
urday to solicit contributions. The 
major part of the cost is to meet 
the requirement of printing the 
court record. However, city solici¬ 
tor Thomas Brooks has been told 
by council to obtain whatever legal 
assistance he feels is needed from 
an attorney skilled in zoning law. 

The council will also urge the 
county commissioners to appeal 
the case since that would strength¬ 
en the city’s case. After the first 
hearing before Judge Bowie the 
city entered the case as an ag¬ 
grieved party on the grounds that 
it had not been officially notified 
of the hearing by the commission¬ 
ers. Judge Bowie chose not to rule 
whether the city’s claim to be an 
aggrieved party was valid. 

Uphill Battle 

The case will be heard by the 
Maryland Court of Appeals, which 
is the court of last resort in Mary¬ 
land. Mayor Edgar Smith com¬ 
mented that the city had already 
realized that it would be an uphll 
fight and that he was not too sur¬ 
prised to see Judge Bowie ratify 
hlis previous action. Councilman 
Clifford Simonson said that an ap¬ 
peal would demonstrate that the 
council is determined to protect 
Greenbelt from becoming “the 
highest concentration of multiple 
housing this side of California.” 
Councilman Lewis Bernstein also 
pressed for an appeal if there was 
any chance at all for success. 

At one time it was thought that, 
if nothing else, an appeal would 
delay the start of construction of 
the planned high-rise apartment 
development in the Greenbelt Park 
area until Congress could appro¬ 
priate funds to permit the National 
Park Service to buy the land and 
join it to the park. However, May¬ 
or Smith noted the bill introduced 
by Congressman Richard Lank¬ 
ford is not likely to make headway

now that Lankford has announced 
his retirement. 

The mayor also reported Senator 
Daniel Brewster has promised to 
introduce a bill to purchase the 
land but can take no action until 
the civil rights debate (has been 
completed, which will not be for 
several weeks. Furthermore, two 
bills have to be passed, ont to au¬ 
thorize the purchase and another 
to appropriate the funds. 

Swimming Pool Rates 

Another major matter taken up 
by council was the setting of spe¬ 
cial rates for the use of the swim¬ 
ming pool by non-residents wiho 
are house guests of Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents. City manager James Giese 
proposed to permit such guests to 
buy a group of ten adult tickets at 
$1.00 each rather than the individ¬ 
ual rate of $1.25 and a group of 10 
children tickets at 60 cents each 
rather than 75 cents for individual 
tickets. 

Councilman Bernstein proposed 
that this rate be cut to 75 cents for 
adults and 50 cents for children 
provided that residents bought ten 
adult guest tickets and ten children 
guest tickets at the time they 
bought their $20 season passes for 
a total of $32.50. Later on, they 
could buy additional tickets at the 
rates suggested by the city manag¬ 
er. Council accepted the Bernstein 
plan and requested Giese to pre¬ 
pare it in the form of a resolution. 

In the discussion Giese revealed 
a solution to last years problem of 
youngsters losing their cardboard 
season passes. Although cardboard 
passes will be issued to children 
initially since they are easier to 
mail, they can be exchanged for 
special tags that they can wear. 

Foot Patrol 

Tht council heard a report from 
the city manager regarding a re¬ 
quest from the Greenbelt Shopping 
Center Association to assign a foot 
patrolman to the Center in the eve¬ 
ning. He listed 13 incidents at the 
shopping center during the month 
of March requiring police action. 
However, only five of these iin¬ 
volved disturbances that could have 
been prevented by a foot patrol¬ 
man. These were three cases of a 
“man disturbing girls,” one case of 
disorderly drunks, and one case of 
disorderly juveniles. 

His conclusion was that it “would 
appear to be unwise to tie up the 
time and mobility of one officer by 
placing him in the shopping cen¬ 
ter.” However, he noted that peri¬ 
odic foot patrolling could be car¬ 
ried out at the Center, and the 
council directed that this be done. 

Police Chief 

In connection with police mat¬ 
ters, Charles Frederick, 3-A East¬ 
way, questioned council on wheth¬ 
er the new Chief of police would be 
appointed from the ranks of pres¬ 
ent officers, which he advocated, 
or would an outsider again be se¬ 
lected. Mayor Smith explained that 
the city charter precluded the 
council from hiring or firing city 
officials and the selection of a new 
police chief was completely in the 
hands of the city manager. 

He noted that the only role 
council plays is to set the job 
standards for the manager to fol¬ 
low in making his selection. He 
said he “did not know the manag¬ 
er’s plans” for picking a new police 
chief. 

City tidbits: The council in¬ 
structed the city manager to in¬ 
stall a street light at the entrance 
to the 8 court of Plateau Place to 
provide light for a new parking 
area where vandalism has occurred 
recently. Street lights were also 
ordered for Lakecrest Drive, Ma¬ 
plewood Court and Olivewood 
Court in the new Lakecrest Sub¬ 
division at the end of Lakeside. 
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100 PERCENT UNION? 

Wo the Editor: 

Last week’s issue carried two let- 
tiers on GCS affairs. One, by a for¬ 
mer GCS board member and a per¬ 
son who has given many years of 
-his life to co-ops, raised some per¬ 
tinent questions about GCS. The 
other letter by Cornelius reported 
tersely on the answers I was given 
when I interrogated GCS board 
members about that letter; Corne¬ 
lius’ report was accurate but the 
answers I was given were neither 
accurate nor relevant to the ques¬ 
tion. 

A1 Herling charged in his letter 
of resignation from the GCS Con¬ 
gress that GCS gets support and 
preferred treatment from organ¬ 
ized labor but has no regard for 
the conditions under which the 
goods it sells are manufactured or 
harvested. GCS gets but doesn’t 
give, he said. 

President Rosenzweig blandly 
answered my question on this 
charge by saying that GCS is 100 
percent union, but he didn't dis¬ 
cuss the matter of GCS disregard 
for the working conditions under 
which GCS-sold goods are pro¬ 
duced. Board member Hoag also 
made answer without tackling that 
question. But this question isn’t 
mw to GCS nor should it be hard 
to understand. 

Some time ago, GCS’ own news¬ 
paper (the one for which GCS 
stockholders are charged 50 cents 
a year, deducted from our 4-per- 
cent stock dividend) carried a sto¬ 
ry warning consumers that we'll 
have to pay more for vegetables if 
pending legislation in Congress is 
passed. The legislation would have 
afforded a long-needed protection 
for the migrant field hands who 
harvest the crops. I protested this 
grower-inspired story at the Con¬ 
gress meeting following the story’s 
appearance, and was shocked to be 
accused by the GCS president of 
having a “special interest.” When 
j recovered sufficiently to ask what 
“'special interest” I ihad, he replied 
that I was more interested in labor 
matters than are most people. 
That, of course, is not what most 
people understand by the term 
“special interest,” and had I not in¬ 
terrogated, the impression would 
have been left that I was acting in 
behalf of some “special interest” 
My interest was and is in people 
and how their lives may be im¬ 
proved by unions, co-ops, and other 
means such as legislation. (This, 
incidentally, is a sample of public 
insult — but without private apolo¬ 
gy — such as Heriing’s letter allud¬ 
ed to.) 

Is GCS’ interest in getting things 
for sale cheap so great that we 
don’t care what poverty, what dis¬ 
ease, what ignorance, what social 
unrest may be created by the con¬ 
ditions under which goods are pro¬ 
duced? I think not. That great co¬ 
op spokesman, Sarah Newman, 
Mrs. Washington Area Co-op, later 
wrote a letter to the GCS news¬ 
paper taking issue with the pro¬ 
grower news story, and I think her 
approach is the one decent people 
will follow. 

GCS is idealistic about how peo¬ 
ple live ABROAD We let our for¬ 
mer general manager help set up 
co-ops in Puerto Rico while he was 
on our payroll and our business 
was going downhill. We now solicit 
contributions to finance aid to co-

How about the part- 
owned bakery? 

I have fought ,during my past 
two-year term now drawing to an 
end, for store prices in Greenbelt 
as low as in the other GCS stores. 

I have fought for quality. I have 
fought for the availabliity of econ¬ 
omy-sized packages as well as 
smaller ones.

"COLLECTION OF ERRORS" 

To the Editor: 

Apparently the GHI board has 
failed in at least one area if a 
member (Aram Beloian in last 
week’s News-Review) can be so 
completely misinformed about his 
own corporation. I have never seen 
such a collection of errors in one 
letter in*the News-Review. 

First he complains that GHI is 
operating on a low-profit basis — 
which is the finest compliment pos¬ 
sible for our board. Surely even Mr. 
Beloian can understand that “pro¬ 
fit” (outside of the welcome but 
relatively minor contributions from 
GDC apartments, “planned” rebates 
on insurance, income from invest¬ 
ment and from surplus funds) must 
come from hirn, and me, and the 
other members. Is he objecting to 
his low monthly charges? Has he 
priced houses or apartments lately 

Vacant land sold for $140? Land 
that we bought for $1000 per acre 
(at a total outlay of one dollar from 
GHI) and sold at a profit of man./ 
times $140 per acre, Profit that is 
now providing constant additional 
income to keep Mr. Beloan’s chaig- 
es down. 

Such critics were strangely silent 
when he held that land, trying to 
plan and control its development 
The “real” profit in real estate is in 
its development but this requires 
risk that our members were unwil¬ 
ling to assume and capital they 
were unable to provide. Two major 
builders resold this land without 
development — GHI could hardly 
hope to do more. 

Particularly when the decision 
went against a very modest, non- 
speculative proposal for elderly 
housing. Why? Because of the out¬ 
side chance it might not be a 
“ghetto” similar to the one in 
which the Beloians and Bowmans 
and others live (check your defini¬ 
tion — a ghetto could be composed 
of $40,000 homes!). 

It's amazing how the sales price 
for just the equity of the “jerry- 
made frame houses” far exceeds, in 
every case, the total original price 
(not the case in the original brick 
homes). If the land value ever does 
erceed the value of these houses (it 
hasn’t yet but it may soon) it will 
be for a commercial proposal and

St. George’s Day 
268th Anniversary 
Founding of County 

A marching bagpipe unit from 
the U.S.^Air Force Band will again 
lead the St. George’s Day parade 
and ceremonies in Upper Marlboro 
today, on the anniversary of the 
founding of Prince Georges County 
in 1696. 

Ceremonies on the Court House 
portico will be climaxed by the tra¬ 
ditional hoisting of the County 
flag, which was granted to Prince 
Georges in 1695 by the Maryland 
Colonial Assembly, one of the few 
times a County was granted colors. 
The flag was modified by County 
Commissioners last year for the 
first time since 1696 by inclusion of 
the County Seal in the upper left 
hand quadrant. 

The first official action directed 
towards formation of Prince Georg¬ 
es County came on May 8, 1695. 
when the Maryland Colonial As¬ 
sembly passed an act creating 
Prince Georges County in the Pro¬ 
vince of Maryland. On May 22, 1695, 
the Assembly decreed that the new 
county would be “erected” on April 
23, St. Georges Day, of 1696. 

The County was named after 
Danish Prince George, who be¬ 
came the Prince Consort to Queen 
Anne of England. 

When it was founded, Prince 
Georges boundaries were the Pa¬ 
tuxent River on the East, Matta- 
woman Creek on the South, Penn¬ 
sylvania on the North and on the 
West to pass the Blue Ridge 
Mountains. The western boundary 
was indefinite — much of that area 
as yet unexplored. About 1,000 peo¬ 
ple inhabited the area at that time. 

On August 22, 1695, Prince Georg¬ 
es County was granted colors for 
horse and foot soldiers and its flag 
was established as the St. George’s 
Cross in red on a field of white. 


In October 1696, the Justices of 
Prince Georges County applied to 
the Honorable Sir Thomas Law¬ 
rence Barronet (Secretary, Council 
of Maryland) for a seal for the 
County, and it was granted. 


On November 25, 1958, the Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners accepted and re¬ 
affirmed the Seal of the County 
and it is in wide use on official ve- 
hcles and other places.
